Applicant's arguments filed 2/24/04 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

In response to Applicant's arguments of hindsight reconstruction and lack 
of motivation in use of a propolis component in an antibacterial filter, please see 
the rejection. Huder uses an antibacterial agent, but not a propolis component. 
Markonius teaches the superiority of propolis components as antibacterial 
agents, which would give the incentive for one of ordinary skill in the art to use in 
the filter of Huder.
